An opinion affirming the judgment of the 
St. Louis Federal court in the cases of 
Thomas FE. Barrett, 
&t Louis Court of Appeals; John P. Dolan, 
former chairman of the Democratic city 
eentral committee and Democratic boss of 
the Iwenty-fourth ward, and Policeman 
rank Garrett, who were found guilty Nov. 
45 last of aiding and abetting fraudulent 
naturalization, and sentenced to terms of 
five years each in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary. 

Barrett, Dolan and Garrett are now out 
on bond, which they furnished to the court 
In the sum of $10,000 each. 

Under the rules of the United States 
fourt the sentence does not become oper- 
ative for 20 days, which time is allotted 
the defendants to file a motion for a 
rehenring. If no rehenring is granted 
they must proceed at once to the peni- 
tentiary, notwithstanding any appeal 
which they may take to the United 
States court at Washington. 

The conviction of Dolan, 
Garrett was brought about mainly 
the testimony of John Barbaglia, once the 
“king of Dago hill,” and John J. Murphy, 
clerk of the St. Louls Court of Appeals. 

During the course of an investigation 18 
months ago the federal authorities learned 
that aliens coming to St.

Dy the wholesafe; that not only did these 
41 plicants often fail to appear at court, 

but that they were handed the 
papers at thetr homes.

It developed at the triple trial of Bar- 
rett; Garrett and Dolan that hundreds of 
naturalization papers were distributed to 
the residents of ‘“‘Dago Hill.”’ 

One large batch in particular was deliv- 
ered at Barbaglia’s house one night, just 
before election, in 1902, by Policeman Frank 
Garrett. 

Garrett, it was shown, had received the 
spurious certificate, which “Long John” 
Dolan, who previously-had conferred with 
Barbagila regarding the matter, had se- 
cured. 

Further, the testimony revealed = that 
Diank certificates were taken from the 
office of John J. Murphy, clerk of the court 
of appeals, and an examination of these 
established that the signature of the clerk 
Was forged by Marshal Barrett. 

The revelations resulted in the resignation 
of Barrett as marshall of the court. Sub- 
sequentiy Barbaglia was pardoned by 
President Roosevelt.

——Despite the feeling of bitter disappoint- 
ment over the failure of the Russian offen- 
sive and the complete miscarriage of Gen- 
Kuropatkin’s plans, the battle continues, 
and fis defeat does not appear to be so 
crushing and disastrous as the Tokio tele- 
grams led the Russian public to suppose. 

While the tales of death and siaughter 
have plunged the nation into grief and 
the exact situation of Kuropatkin’s army, 
especially the left, is not clear, but prob- 
ably must be regarded as critical, it 1s 
evident that the wild stories of a rout and 
of the cutting off of a whole corps, are 
baseless. 

Kuropatkin is still doggedly trying to 
stein the tide and there is nothing but ad- 
miration for the heroic figure of the Rus- 
sian commander personally directing his 
armies to save his battered legions. 

The latest official dispatches almost re- 
vive the hope that he does not consider the 
battle to be irrevocably lost, as he has 
personally launched attack after atiack 
against the strong Japanese positions on 
Lone Tree hill, south of Shakhe, at last 
carrying it by storm and obtaining some 
revenge.for the loss of the Third artillery 
brigade by capturing 11 field pieces and 
one machine gun. But whether this of- 
fensive of Kuropatkin was forced in order 
to extricate his flanks is not revealed, the 
communicate precise information regard 
ing what is occurring on the left.

‘The situation, so far as | am concerned, 
is unchanged,” stated Pastor Janzow as 
he stepped from the 9:15 Frisco train at 
Wittenberg and hurried to the carriage in 
which his son, Rev. Otto E. Janzow, sat 
waiting to begin the 10-mile drive to Froh- 
na. where the Janzows have been housed 
during the synod. 

It is certain that another 24 hours wil! 
have recorded the final disposition of his 
case in so far as it concerns the western 
district of the German Evangelical Luther- 
an synod of Missouri, Ohlo and other 
states. 

Three special coaches have been ordered 
by Delegate Martin Smith, to be included 
in the train which leaves for St. Louls 
Tuesday at 1:35 p. m. 

The synod will bring its eight-day session 
to a close Tpesday morning at 11 o'clock, 
giving the 280 visitors ample time for the 
midday meal and their picturesque drive of 
five miles to Wittenberg. 

Developments of last evening have 
changed entirely the complexion of dvents 
which will bring to a clilmax the greatest 
fight ever waged in the Missouri synod.

SPELLBINDERS KEPT BUSY 


Important Speakers Used by Republi- 
cans, While Democrats Stick 
to Home Product. 


With the return of Eugene C. Brokmeyer, 
secretary of the speaker's bureau of the 
Republican state committee, from New 
York, where he held a long conference 
with Chairman Cortelyou of the national 
cimmittee, several tons of literature com- 
plimentary to President Roosevelt will be 
sent out to Missouri voters.

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THE WARRENSBURG DISASTER. \ 

In fixing the responsibility for the train wreck on the Mis- 
souri Pacific, near Warrensburg, the testimony of Engineer 
Horton, of the freight train, that he had been on duty 17 hours 
previous to the time he went to sleep on the siding, should 
be taken into consideration. 

The engineer committed an unpardonable error in going to 
sleep while on duty. If a man who is in charge of human life 
finds himself worn out and liable to fall asleep at his post, he 
should refuse to take any further responsibility, even at the 
risk of losing his position. That is the stand for a self-respect- 
ing man to take. 

On the other hand, employers or managers who place men in 
such a position, either by requiring or permitting them to work 
beyond the point of exhaustion, are culpable. The overworked 
trainman is not a new fector in railway arcidents. Similar 
testimony to that of Engineer Horton has been given before 
juries in other cases of train wrecks. 

In the interest of public safety, the hours of duty for en- 
gineers, conductors and brakemen should be limited. They 
should not be compelled or permitted to work until exhausted. 
The irregular watches, which necessitate the calling out of men 
who have had only four or five hours sleep, should be abolished. 

Let the full responsibility be fixed in this case. To punish 
the train crew and take no action against the officials whose 
management, or mismanagement, brought about their condition 
of exhaustion, would be to invite further disaster.

Member of Mikado’s Household Will 
Come to Convey Message of Good 
Will to President. 


“T have the honor to inform you that the 
Emperor, my august sovereign, desiring to 
strengthen by every means possible the 
relations of amity that bind together the 
United States and Japan, has been pleased 
to order his imperial highness, Prince Sav- 
anaru of the House of Fushimi, to pro- 
ceed to the United States for the double 
purpose of conveying to the President his 
imperial majesty'’s message of his cordial 
good will and friendship and of visiting 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, now 
being held in St. Louis.’’ 

In this language Japanese Minister Tako- 


hira at Washington has conveyed to Sec- 
retary of State John Hay ‘that another 
eastern prince is coming to visit the coun- 
try and the Fair. 

The letter has been forwarded to Pres- 
ident Francis by Secretary Hay. 

The prince, accompanied by an extensive 
suite, will sail from Yokohama Saturday 
on the steamship Manchuria. He is ex- 
ected in St. Louis about the middle of 
November. 

Among the members of his suite will be 
N. Sato, acting grand master of Fushin!- 
no-Miva; Count 8. Terashima, Maj. 
Minara of the infantry and N. 
Watanare of the household and 
others.

Japanese bonds are the strong feature uf 
thé general list and consols are steady at 4} 
slight decline. 

The benk statement of Saturday showed 
much shifting of loans and cash by some 
of the leading banks and the large reduc- 
tions in the loan item indicates that tne 
trust companies are increasing their loans 
at the present time. The banks still come 
tinue (o gain moderately from. the sub- 
treasury and on Friday gained $143,000, xnd 
the indications are that the currency 
movement westward will show a temporary 
falling off this week. 

Hatiroad earnings: submitted still show 
gratifying increases in both the gross and 
the net account when compared to the 
earnings for the same period in 193. Fifty- 
seven roads for the first week of October 
increased in the average ~ 6.23 per cent, 
whiie 98 roads for the full month o August 
ained in the average net 5.39 per cent. The 
Soutliern and Southwestern roads are still 
largely responsible for the large increases 
recorded, but recently the eastern lines are 
falling into line with more favorable state- 
ments.

LIGHT WIND MAK 
KITES SAIL LOW 


Only Two Out of Four Contestants at 
World’s Fair Aeronuatic Con- 
course Meet Conditions. 


Fourteen kite fliers participated in the 
kite contest In the aeronautic concourse 
at the World’s Fair at U o'clock Monday 
morning, and two of the competitors kept 
their kites in the air for the required two 
hours, 

Maj. B. F. S. Baden Powell, Alexander 
Graham Bell and Aeronaut C..F. Baldwin 
of San Francisco did not participate in the 
contest. Owing to the light wind that pre- 
vailed, it is said, the judges are consid- 
ering whether Monday's attempt shall be 
judged official or whether another day 
Shall be set for the contest. 

J. B. Wardwell of Stamford, Conn., and 
Silas G. Coyne of Chicago were the men 
who met the conditions of the contests. 

Prizes of $500, $300 and $200 respectively 
are offered by the Exposition management 
in the first day's contest. 

In this class competitors must use at 
least 300 feet of string in flying their kites 
and keep them in the air for at least two 
hours. No conditions are imposed regarding 
the size of the kites or their material 
or the weight of the line attached. 

In the competitions Tuesday, prizes of 
fs0u, $500 and $200 réspectively are offered. 
in this contest the kites must attain and 
maintain an altitude of at least one mile. 

It is announced that in making the 
awards equal importance will be given ta 
the angle attained and to the stability 
of the kites in the air. 

The nine men who have entered the con- 
test are Maj. L. Baden-Powell of 
British Army; William A. Eddy of Bay- 
onne, N. J.;: Dr. C. S. Wardelle d J. 
B, Wardelie of Stamford, Conn.; Silas J. 
Coyne and 8. J. Halebertz of Chicago; H. 
B. Bristol of Webster Groves, A. R. 
Kr.abeshue of Toledo, O., and J. J. Lewis, 
Raymond Englemeter, Taylor Carroll, Wil- 
liam King and J. Condon all of St. Louls. 

Maj. Baden-Poweil is considered one of 
the world’s authorities in kite-flying, hav: 
ing had charge of the English army kites 
in the South African war. He has been 
here several days having come to attend 
the aeronautic congress at the World's 
Fair last we¢k. Mr. Eddy arrived Thurs- 
day, bringing with him nine kites. Each of 
them is nine feet In diameter. 

This will be the first kite contest ever 
held in St. Louis and the first real com- 
petition ever held inside the big fence of 
the aeronautic concourse. 

The contest will be under the general 
supervision of Percy Hudson, superintend- 
ent of aeronautics. The committee in dl- 
rect charge of the arrangements includes 
besides Mr. Hudson, Maj. Baden-Powel., 
Col. J. Capper of the British Army; Walter 
F. Reil of Engiand, Count Von Bchuedi 
of Germany, Prof. Octave Chanute of Chi- 
cago. and Profs. Woodward and Nipher of 
Washington University. 

Arrangements have been made for 
measuring the angles which the kites obtain 
by quadrants placed at the end of the 
kite lines on the ground. 

In Tuesday's contest the altitudes reached 
will be computed trigonometrically by In- 
siruments placed on the top of the Ad- 
ministration building and on top of the 
Physical Culture building in the Stadium. 
These points will be connected by telephone 
in order to permit the operators to de- 
termine the altitudes simultaneously. 

Dr. Wardelle and his brother arrived at 
the World’s Fair Saturday. 

Photographing the World's Fair with a 
kite ary gt will be attempted in yor ae 
tion with the kite-flying contests. William 
A. Eddy says he intends making 4 num- 
ber of photographs of the World's Falr 
from. altitudes varying from 0 fo 900 feet. 

Mr. Eddy says he has taken photographs 
of New York, Philadelphia, Boston and 
Chicago by this method. These photographs 
are taken with a camera sent up by means 
of three kites each 9 feet in diameter. The 
camera is attached to a T-shaped frame 
so that it may be set at any desired 
angle. When the desired altitude is reached 
the film plate is exposed by means of 4 
ight string, which is held by the opera- 
tor.
